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Economic Highlights 

The people of the United States, and their gov- 
ernment, are confronted 'by the gravest possible prob- 
lems — war and peace, ever-rising taxes and inflation, 
more schisms between management and labor, the 
possibility of having to support a great military force 
hero and abroad for many years, and so on down an 
almost endless list. But, in this as in the other demo- 
cratic countries where free elections are still held, 
such problems never, obscure the great old game of 
politics. So the question of who's going to run for 
President in unpredictable 1952 is beginning to be a 
hot topic of conversation among professionals and the 
rank-and-file alike. 

First of all, the feeling is very strong, in both 
Democratic and Republican circles, that Mr. Truman 
will not run again. The Constitutional amendment 
restricting any President to more than 10 years in 
the job has been passed and, while it specifically ex- 
empts the incumbent, it is an indication of public 
feeling. Moreover, men close to the President say he 
has enough of the job, and that his family, whose 
wishes he respects very strongly, are fed up with it. 
Mr. Truman has intimated that he would like to re- 
turn to the Senate. No one knows if he really means 
this or not but, if he does, he would have a famous 
precedent in the case of John Quincy Adams who 
retired from the Presidency and spent the rest of his 
life as a member of the House of Representatives. 

The great question mark is the appealing and 
somewhat confusing figure of General Eisenhower. 
As Newsweek puts it, "If Washington is right about 
Harry S. Truman, there's a good chance that General 
Dwight D. Eisenhower can get the Democratic nomi- 
nation for President in 1952 just by asking for it. 
Quite a few Democrats think he can get it even with- 
out asking . . . Strangely enough, some of the most 
powerful leaders of the Republican Party want Ike 
just as desperately as the Democrats do." 

In other words, no one knows whether the 
General is a Democrat or a Republican. A professional 
soldier has no politics. After he left the Army, he 



gave no public evidence of an attachment to either 
party. And now he is back In uniform again, so there 
is small chance of his clarifying his political position 
in the near future. 

Newsweek explains the Democrats' keenness 
for the General in these words, "The Democratic 
Party is split wide open on almost every conceivable 
domestic Issue, On foreign policy, in contrast, the 
party b almost completely united. Ike's very vague- 
ness on domestic problems, therefore, makes him an 
ideal Democratic candidate. There is nothing In his 
record that could alienate any of the 'groups which 
compose the Democratic Party: the ADA (Americans 
for Democratic Action) liberals, ' the conservative 
Southerners, the blg-clty bosses, the labor-union 
leaders, the Negroes." That is certainly not true of any 
other potential Democratic candidate now visible to 
the eye. 

On the Republican side of the fence, he has the 
strong support of such still-potent figures as Gov- 
ernor Dewey. But here he runs into the powerful 
Senator Taft, who clearly wants the nomination for 
himself, and who in the view of millions is now "Mr. 
Republican." The probabilities are that the Senator 
now has the inside track, but many a change could 
occurr by convention time. 

One more quotation from Newsweek Indicates 
the odd possibilities: "If the parties follow custom, the 
Republicans will hold their national convention first. 
And as things stand now, the choice will be Taft or 
Eisenhower ... If Taft gets It, the Democratic con- 
vention will open with Ike the almost unanimous 

choice."

Left-handed termites have quietly bored holes in our 
foundation, as they redecorated the parlor. Nobody — 
almost nobody anyway — would vole for Socialism, but 
many a good citizen will agree to calling in the Govt, 
to do 1000 things, to which our forefathers would have 
said, nix. Many a good citizen don't recognize Social- 
ism when he meets it face to face down on Main 
Street. We have lost our Pilgrim type astuteness — 
next it may be our Sunday shirt, if we do not look 
askance.

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Most U. S. Children 
tat Poorly, Survey 
Of Nutrition Shows 

CLEVELAND, O. - Dr. Pauline 
Berry Mack, director of the Ellen 
H, Richards Institute of Fensyl- 
vanla State college, told a science 
association recently that . three- 
fourths of the nation's children suf- 
fer from some degree of : under- 
nourishment. 

Dr. Mack said a nutrition study 
found that of 2,504 children, 75 per 
cent didn't get enough energy and 
vital nutrients from their food, And 
not one of them rated top health 
grades In strict, medical examina- 
tions. Far too many had bowlegs, 
knockknees, fatigue, nervous hab- 
its, poor teeth and other faults. 

Further, she said, It takes a long 
time to overcome some of the 
"scars of past poor food habits," 
and this may explain many of the 
physical His of adults today. 

The children represented every 
economic group and were higher 
than average in economic status, 
■he reported. 

Children under four were in the 
best condition. Girls 13 to 15 had 
the -poorest records, - and young 
women 16 to 18 were only slightly 
better off. Boys did a blf better. 

Most showed sings of healed 
•ores of tongue and gums, and ex- 
cessive tooth decay. More than half 
had soma type of nervous habit, 
such as restlessness and nail biting. 
Two-thirds showed signs of undue 
fatigue, and more than 80 per cent 
had poor reflexes In some part of 
the body. 

A switch to ■ good diet quickly 
overcomes some troubles, Includ- 
ing the buildup of most blood chem- 
icals, Dr. Mack said. 

But body size and proportion, 
"will change only after months and 
even years, and probably can nev- 
er be altered. entirely If the orig- 
inal damage was of a severe type."

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Cycle of Colder! 
Weather Seen 
By Scientists 

BOSTON, Mass. — Tha nation's 
farmers can expect shorter grow- 
ing season during tha next 25 
yeara, according to Dr. Raymond 
H. Wheeler of the Weather Science 
Foundation, Crystal Lake, 111. 

The unusual weather last fall Is 
merely an Introduction to 60 yean 
of cooler climate to come, says 
Dr. Wheeler. 

The present weather changes fit 
war predictions based on weather 
which Dr. Wheeler, then a pro- 
feasor at Kansas University, made 
seven years ago. 

He then had charted 17,008 bat- 
tles In world history, to find that 
both World War I and II came in 
warm periods. In cold periods, like 
the one now starting, he found that 
although weirs continued, there 
were smaller, .usually civil con- 
flicts. Nations, in tlW cold times 
turned to reconstruction. Love of 
liberty grows stronger. He said 
Christ lived in one of the cold pe- 
riods. ^ 
Cold Area Ahead 

Dr. Wheeler's present predictions 
are concerned solely, with predic- 
tions about the warm cycle, which 
he says is just ending, and tha cold 
just ahead. 

The cooling signs, he says, ac- 
tually began about 10 yeara ago. 
Donald MacMillan, Arctic explorer, 
returned from the north last sum- 
mer with a report that not hi years 
had there been so much ice. 

The erratic weather last fall is 
explained, under. Dr. Wheeler'a 
studies, as characteristic of the 
periods when climate is shifting 
froqa warm to colder. 

Wheeler says his studies show 
two important cycles, one of a 
hundred years between two warm 
peaks, the other a thousand years. 
We are now entering the cold half 
of a hundred-year cycle he says. 

This thousand-year shift, now on 
the warming-up side, has caused 
frost lines to advance northward In 
Finland, Norway, Alaska, Russia, 
Siberia and Canada. In Greenland, 
farms and cemeteries that had been 
buried under ice and snow for 600 
years, are now uncovered. 

Because of these signs, Dr. Wheel- 
er says, the public has been told 
that world climate is becoming 
warmer. They have not been 
warned about the coming drop. 

World Getting Colder 
"There ■ is not the slightest 
chance," he says, "of the world 
getting steadily warmer, nor Is 
there the slightest chance that we 
will escape a long, severe cold pe- 
riod that is on the way now." 

After the thousand-year warm 
peak of next century, he says the 
hundred-year cycle will be riding 
the downside. Cold dips then will 
be worse. 

"It is practically certain," he 
says, "that within the next few 
hundred years it will get so cold at 
times that again several feet of 
snow will fall in Rome; rivers will 
freeze solid; ice will form on the 
Nile in the coldest winters; and the 
Baltic Sea will freeze over between 
Germany and Sweden."
